Our Country- 

Before us lies tb Report erf tlie 
Hon. Mr. Lnird, in of the Interi- 
or. It contains 1 uo i interesting in- 
formation, chiefly n r -hit-ion to what is 
commonly known ai t .e North West, — 
that i3,the immense territory lying be- 
tween Manitoba, and the Rocky Moun- 
tains. It is illustrated with maps 
showing the position and lands of the 
various native tribes with which 
treaties have recently been made. In 
this great North-West land Manitoba 
stands a diminutive speck in territorial 
extent. The Indian population seems 
insigniticant, considering the v&stness 
of the territory. Tho total Indian 
population including in the four 
treaties is put down at 10,305. The 
fact of the Dominion Government hav- 
ing so early negotiated treaties and 
established a systematic administration 
with this mere handful of semi-savages 
scattered oversucu a wide area augurs 
well for ready appreciation of the 
rights and claims of a disappearing 
race, on the one hand, and of the in- 
terests of advancing civilization, on 
the other hand. To digress for a 
moment^ a striking contrast to all this 
is presented in British Columbia. 
Hero there are probably not fewer 
than forty thousand Indians; and the 
first treaty has not yet been m»de, no 
organized system of administration has 
been adopted. These Indians, quick 
enough in such matters, know all 
about what has been done for their 
brethern who live in the land whore 
the sunrises; and, knowing this, they 
are naturally dissatisfied. Tp return to 
Mr. Laird's admirable Report, a map 
designed to assist settlers going in 
■hows tho surveyed townships. The 
surveys were begun in 1871 and al- 
ready compirse an area of some ten 
million acres. Not the least interest- 
' ing feature is that showing the pro- 
gress of civilized settlement. In the 
Province of Manitoba, tho homesteads 
entered numbered to the 30th Juno, 1874, 
no less than 2,537 ,represbnting 405,920 
acres. Of these, 283 were entered in 
1872, S78 in 1873, and 1,37b' in 187-1, 
or mote in the last than in tho whole 
of the proceeding years. The total 
sales of Dominion lands to date were 
50,133 acres, of which 17,504 were 
disposed of in the your then expiring. 
In addition to this there have been 
appropriated under tha operations of 
the military bounty warrants 118,2-lU 
acres, of which 38,1)110 had beeu en- 
tered since June 3L)th, 1873. Total 
receipts for land, $78,422. Total num- 
ber of patens (crown deeds) issued, 
977. When the North* W eat was "un- 
blauketed," as it has bcon termed, 
Canada found a population, exclusive 
of Indians, failing below ten thousand. 
Since then it lias doubled. It is eMi- 
inated that 8.381) wcie added to the 
population daring 1873-71 alone. 
Very great credit is due to Mr. .Laird, 
who has dune bo much since coming 
into oihee towards creating order out 
of chaos in that interesting land.

SENTENCES, 

Wm. Boalio, who pleaded guilty to an 
indictmont of robbery, was sentenced to 
three mouths' imprisonment with Imrd 
labor within the walls of tho prison. Tho 
learned Judge referred to the youth of 
the prisoner and poiuted out tho neces- 
sity of his changing his courso of life to 
a>'oid tho crowning disgrace of tho chaiu- 
garig or tho gallows. In passing this sen- 
teno Judge Gray made a few Bovoro re- 
marks upon the chaingang system of 
punishment, and said that tho disgrace 
and degradation of that system waB such 
as forovor to remove tho hope of amend- 
ment. 

Baptiste Toma, convicted of man- 
slaughter, was arraigned. Tho Judge 
said that the murdor waa horrible and 
cowardly in its circumstances; but ho 
was satisfied, from tho good character of 
the prisoner when sober, that ho was not 
conscious of what he did when ho mur- 
dered his victim. The learned Judge 
alluded to tho helpless condition of the 
prisoner's wifo and child through the 
act of their natural protector. He hoped 
that when tho term of imprisonment was 
over the prisoner would oomo out a bet- 
ter man. If, during his imprisonment, 
the prisoner comported himself well, it 
was possible that the period of punish- 
ment would be somewhat shortened. The 
atte'mpt of the criminal to escape 
from punishment might lead to death — 
would certainly lead to additional pun- 
ishment. Toma was then sentenced to 
be imprisoned for six years with hard 
labor.

Tun OvaniiAND R. R. Break. — The 
passengers who have roaohed San Fran- 
cisco all concur in saying there has been 
no excuse for tho detention, oxeept the 
faulty construction of the Union Pacific 
road, l\o floods wore encounterod of 
any consequouco whatever, but owing to 
tho fact that tho road is built ovor tho 
plains in the lowest places, and unpro- 
vided with culverts to allow tho passage 
of water from tho hills, the road bad was 
turned to mere mud and molted away. 
The bridges carried away were built on 
trestles and piles and wont down from 
loosening of the earth about the piles. 
Some officers of the company Btated to 
passengers that the track at Bitter Creek 
will be abandoned and a new road built 
on higher ground. Some differonco of 
opinion prevailed amongst passengors as 
to the nature of supplies furnished thorn 
during the detention, some declaring 
that the company were in no hurry to 
forward them beeause ol making so muoh 
by supplying them with poor rations at 
firBt class prices, whilo others think they 
were supplied as well as the circum- 
stances would permit. Between five and 
six thoasand immigrants are between 
SanJFrauccisco and Omaha. Tboweather 
during tho detention was jvery pi a*ar.t 
But littloreal discomfort was experiauced. 



Thb Ventura. — Passengars report tho 
loss of tho Ventura was owing to gross 
carelessness of tho officers. Tho crew 
wore ontirely uncontrolled by the officers 
after the striking. It was ovor an hour 
before a boat was launched. On the 24th 
at 2 p. m., tho A'entura broke up. Tho 
masts gone; the starboard side all gone; 
cargo and wreck floating ashore and go- 
ing to sea; all iu a much damaged condi- 
tion. Seas breaking entirely over and 
around tho wreck, the officers and orew 
losing all their clothing and effects.

Eastern States. 

Chioaoo, April 28.— A Washington 
special says: Special Agont Elliott, from 
Alaska, is here supervising tho printing 
of his lost report. This report will con- 
firm the important positions which ex'-it- 
od so much animosity in tho scientific 
wprld, and which were violently assailed. 
He maintains that for phyoologicul rea 
sons ti e seal will never leavo Alaska, and 
will consequently always bo a source of 
revenue to the government. 

Was HILTON, April 28— Following is 
the letter of resignation of Attorney Gen. 
Williams and reply of tho President: 

Dep't of Justice, Washington ,D. C, 
April 22d. 1875.— Tho President— Sir, I 
hereby resign the ollico of Attorney Geu 
eral of the United States, to take effect on 
the 15th proximo. I cannot dissolvo our 
olfiuial relations without thanking you 
for tho many acts of friendship and con- 
fidence with which you have honored me, 
and expressing for you, personally, my 
very high regard and esteem. Very re- 
spectfully, (Signed) Geo. H. Wilmams. 

The President's reply :-Executivo Man- 
sion, Washington, D. C.,Aprii 28, 1875 — 
Hon. Geo. H. WilliaiuH, Attorney Gen- 
eral U. S. — Hoar sir: On accepting your 
resignation of the office of Attorney Gon- 
oral of tho United States, to take ofl'ect 
15th Slay, 1875, as tendered by your let- 
tor of tho 22d April, allow mo to oxpross 
my appreciation of the ability, zeal and 
efficiency with which tho trust confided 
to your charge has been performed. My 
sincere friendship accompanies you iutho 
now field of life you have chosen ami the 
best wishes for your succobs. Very io- 
spectfully, (Signed) U. S. Grant. 

Tho President having tendered tho po- 
sition of Attorney General to Judgo Ed- 
ward Pierrepoiut, of Now York, that 
gentleman has accepted. ' 

Tho Sec'y of tie Treasury, in answer to 
an application from Portland, Oregon, 
for tho free entry of a cargo of sugar from 
the Sandwich Islands, telegraphed to tho 
efi'eot that, as the Treaty recently aoinpil- 
ed botween tho Hawaiian Gov't and that 
of tho U. S. has not yet boen promulgat- 
ed, such entry caujot at present ba per- 
mitted; but that persons desiring to enter 
merchandize with tho benefit of the treaty 
may protect thbir interest in the premis- 
es by protest and appeal in the usual 
manner. It is known, however, that this 
treaty, as ratified by tho Senate, provides 
that it shall not go into operation until 
tho laws requiring to carry it into effeot 
shall have been passed by the Congress 
of the United States. The approving ac- 
tion of the House of Representatives is 
expected next winter.

The Vancouver ttaihvay. 

(Toronto Olube. April l»t.] 

There will always be polit icians, as 
theie always have been, auxipua nbovo 
all things to keep down national ex- 
penditure and to pet credit by way of 
eminence lor being careful of the pub- 
lic funds and determined to have 
everything managed with the strict- 
eHt economy. This in ho far well. It 
is right and proper, that tho stiictest 
economy should bo studied in the ad- 
ministration of the public funds — as 
much so, at any rate, as in the manage- 
ment of private .propoity; in Koine 
cases more so. J3ut we are never U> 
loso sight of tho fact that there is a 
false as well as a true economy, and 
that in tho management of public as 
of private affairs, cutting down expen- 
diture may BOtuefcimea bo far more 
shorL-sightoil ami unthrifty than the 
opposite. Every one known that iu 
private enterprises the best way to 
make money is to spend in the first 
place, judiciously, no doubt, but at 
the sumo time liberally, nay, even 
what somo might think lavishly; and 
that the reason why many have suc- 
ceeded but poorly has been their over- 
oautlon and oyor-ocoiiomy. The 
Globr has nover, either directly qr in- 
directly, adVoentecl extravagant na- 
tional expenditure. On the contrary, 
everyone acquainted with our course 
lninws that tho very opposite ban been 
tho fuel. At the same time, we have 
nover hesitated to urge, whon occas- 
ion recmirod, a v. iso liberality, evon 



though in doing so we may have of- 
fended Koine of our friends, and given 
our opponents tho semblance oFan ex- 
cuse for crying out "inconsistency." 

If ever there were an enterprise 
which justified a liberal expenditure 
of national funds, it is our great Cana- 
dian highway across the Continent. 
The necessity for the construction of 
that lino is evident to every one who 
takes, wo shall not say a statesman- 
like view of tho position of Canada, 
but morely a fairly ititolligaut esti- 
mate of what our Dominion is, and 
what it will becomo according ns that 
railway is constructed or is not. l f 
wo aro ever to be more than a number 
of Provinces loosely bound together, 
with no prospect of becoming any- 
thing better, we must havo this trans- 
continental highway. A physical im- 
possibility no one believes it to be, 
and as little is it a financial ono. Tho 
engagement for f,its construction in- 
volved in tho terms mado with British 
Columbia ou tho union of that Pro- 
vince with Canada is now ou all handH 
acknowledged to have beon on9 that 
could not have been implemented. 
National bankruptcy might have been 
incurred in making tho attempt, and, 
after all, the result proposed would 
not have been gained. The story of 
that engagement need not bo repeat- 
ed. At the same time it is never to 
be lost sight of that Canada was sol- 
emnly and officially pledged to that 
bargain. The compact was dolibor- 
ately and explicitly entcrod into, and 
though technically the present Gov- 
ernment and tho present Parliament 
might have repudiated it as a whole, 
and might havo told British Colum- 
bia to go out of the Union if she liked, 
it would have been neither for the 
profit nor the credit of Canada to havo 
followed such a course. It is not a 
prudont proceeding for any Govern- 
ment to repudiate engagements of its 
predecessors. Where there has been 
actual wrong dono, and where ini- 
quity has been decreed by law, of 
course such repudiation not only may 
but must take place, if national hon- 
our and integrity are to be maintain- 
ed. In the arrangements entered into 
with British Columbia by Sir John A. 
Macdonald there was absurd extrava- 
gance and unthinking recklessness, to 
be wonderod at as well as condemned. 
But there was nothing in its nature 
immoral. It was simply impossible 
of accomplishment. This, of course, 
rendered some modification necces- 
sary, but at the same time such a 
modification as would be agreeable to 
both partios to the contract, and one 
as little different from tho original as 
could in fairness be expected. The 
work that had to bo dono iu the cir- 
cumstances was a remodelling — we 
may say, a remaking — of tho terms of 
Union with British Columbia. Canada 
could not either with propriety or de- 
cency dictate what the new tonus 
should be, and it would only have 
been iu a very extreme and scarcely 
eupposable case that any one making 
the slightest pretentions to ututes- 
luauHhip would have been justified in 
putting forth on behalf of Canada an 
ultimatum, on tne rejection of which 
British Columbia might be assured, 
with greater or less politeness, that 
she "might go." Statesmen, when 
really worthy of the uamo, are very 
chary about such ultimate — tire very 
chary of speaking even about their 
possibility. The people of British 
Columbia had never shown any gr* at, 
unreasonableness in their proposals 
about Union. But whon they had 
unexpectedly got thrust upon them an 
exceptionally good b.irgain, is it won- 
derful that they should have been in- 
clined to insist upon the thing itself 
or au equivalent For it ? How absurd 
fur Canada to have said: "You had 
far too good terms; you must take 
less," when its representative^ ami 
officials had solemnly sanctioned them 
all! 

What was most natural iu the cir- 
cumstances is exactly what waa done. 
In tho diversify of opinion between 
tho two parties as to what would be 
fair and right the arbiter chosen was 
tho Homo Government. Iu onusons« 
tho branch railway from Nanaimo to 
Esquimalt is not a part of the Pacific 
Railway, but in another sense it is; 
and it, is merely a quibble, not a states- 
man's or a logician's utterance, to say 
that if it woro part of tho Pacific lino 
such a Bill as was discussed on Mon- 
day night would not have been nea- 
cessary, and if it were not a part then 
clearly if was merely a local and Pro- 
vincial enterprise, with which tho Do- 
minion bad nothing to do. Tho Pa- 
cific scheme, us originally drafted, fell 
through as far as British Columbia was 
concerned from its inherent impracti- 
cability. It was i enoweil in tho present 
form, and for that renewal Parliamen- 
tary sni.ction was necessary. To call 
such a change or such a renowal a 
hi ihe to induce British Columbia to 
aequie.-ce iu the surrouderof tho terms 
ou which it entered the Union would 
bo offensive. It was a compromise, 
as judged and determined by a t hird 
party in whom both had confidence. 
Apart altogether from the word of Ca- 
nada having boon pledged to a scheme 
which many might regard as still more 
advantageous to British Columbia than 
that now agreed upon, that Province 
is far too valuable to the future of 
Canada lo lie parted with oven on 
terms much loss reasonable than those' 
which havo been agreed upon. We 
have no idea that the people of that 
l'rovinoo over waverod in their alle- 
giance to the British Crown or in their 
preference for connection with the 
vest o!" Br i fish America. But. it is not 
proper for a strong country, iu tho 
oircumstancos of Canada, to say to 
ono comparatively weak, "There are 
our torma; take them or go." Such 
language surely contemplates tho pos- 



sibility of tho weak sister "going. ' 
Whatever may bo the case with Briti h 
Columbia.Cauada.as sho was when tLe 
bargain was made and aa she is now.could 
not and cannot "afford" to say to tho 
Pacific Province ;, You may remaiu as 
you aro, or you may go, it' is all the 
same to me." Such a statement would 
havo beou absurd, injudicious, and un- 
true. It is anything but a matter of 
indifference to Canada whether she 
havo British Columbia or not, Tho value 
of that Province to our Confederation 
can, ou tho contrary, scarcely be overrat- 
ed. It givos to Canada the Pacific, whore 
it givos her the only good coal to be 
found on all that coast.lt gives to Canada 
tho possibility of becouiiug a really great 
country. It givos to Canada the chance 
of transcontinental trade. It gives to 
British America tho possibility of becom- 
ing really ono country, and to British 
Aaierioans the possibility of becoming 
oub people. Without that Provinco and 
tho groat North west, about whioh some 
have also talked not only with coldness 
bit with positive hostility, Canada would 
rover bo anything but a f«w isolated 
Proviuoos, and tho much talked of "free 
Bussia of North America" a palpable de- 
lusion and dream. 

Even, then, supposing this 05 miles of 
railway had been of tho nature of a bribe 
—though tho languaga is offensive in tho 
extreme— tho pleasant and hearty attho- 
ronoo of the Province of British Colum- 
bia to tho Dominion would havo boen 
worth that and a great deal more. Tho 
construction of this railway will contri- 
buta immensely towards tho develop- 
ment of tho Province, will fill it with 
population, and develop its groat resour- 
ces mora than anything that could bo 
mentioned. If Canada cannot afford 
such au outlay sho ought to givo up 
speaking about hor "groat future," and 
rest contented with a provincialism, whioh 
in that case will he perpetual. But Ca- 
nada can afford tho outlay, nnd ten or 
twenty years honco the only wonder will 
bo that anyone, and especially any Cana- 
dian, could over have had any other op- 
inion. The decided vote on Monday 
night shows what estimato the Dominion 
Parliuneut has formed of tho subject — 
an estimate which we are convinced tho 
future will prove to havo been both sound 
and stutosmanliko. 

Tho attempt to oatch a majority against 
th« Ministry on the point of the contracts 
not being first submitted to Parliament 
was equally unworthy and transparently 
factious. It is a correct principle, and 
ono for which Reformers have ovor strug- 
gled — one which all Reformers still hold 
— that in all practicable cases plans and 
contracts should be submitted to Parlia- 
ment before final acceptance. But is a 
principle wnioh in some cases could not 
be carried out without doing the State 
muoh more injury than its ocoasional dis- 
regard would either compromise consis- 
tency or create a bad precedent. In this 
ease, to hold by this generally sound 
prinoiplo would bo virtually setting at 
naught the Imperial award, breaking faith 
with British Columbia, and losing a 
whole year's work. Mr. Mackenzie 
frankly said that were it possiblo to 
submit the contraots to Parliament on 
any moro reasonable terms ho would do 
so, and that if any hitch ci mo so as to 
delay thn oloHing of arrangements till 
Parliament assembled again he would bo 
happy to carry out what ho regards an a 
sound rule. IIo feels himself in tho same 
position as Ministers iu every responsi 
oly governed country .sometimes find 
themselves — obliged to do something the 
details of which aro unsanctioned by 
Parliament; and he avowed it frankly, 
and asked for what is practically a "bill 
of indemnify." But Parliament has still 
tho power of oensuriug him and turning 
him out if he at all abuse the liberty be 
has asked and received. Mr. Mackenzie 
dot's nothing in this matter in set-ret. Ho 
says that a year will ho lost if the prin- 
ciple be followed, and he a.-ks to be al 
lowed to do a certain thing which, if 
wrongly done, chl always be reviewed 
and condemned. The House of Com- 
mons on Monday night took the common 
sense view of the matter, and granted the 
permission; with, of course, the perfect 
knowledge that if the Premier did any- 
thing iu I hi' way of accepting contracts 
whioh ho would not have I eon allowed 
to do bad they been first submitted to 
Parliament, he would be censured and, 
if necessary, turned out. 

Australia- 

From our Australian exchanges we 
gletin the following: 

The steamship Helen Macgregor of 
300 tons, commanded by Captain Tur- 
ner, and which left Sydney, bound fur 
Grafton, was wrecked when on her 
return voyage for Sydney. On coming 
out of Clarence she struck the reef on 
which tho steamthip Urara was lost. 
She remained on the reef for an hour, 
when sho came off and quickly went 
down in mid channel and deep water. 
Within ten minutes the pilot and 
steamer's boats saved most of tho 
passengers anil crew, but one of tho 
steamer's boats upset. In it were 
eight persons, including Co' * ,b!e 
Bannou, and they were all of tnoin 
drowned. Captain Turner and the 
chief officer aro among tho snvod. 
Constables Bannou and O'Brien were 
on board in charge of prisoners lately 
sontonced at the Quarter Sessions. 
Immediately on tho intelligence being 
received at Grafton, Mr, Fisher, the 
Chairman of tho Company .accompani- 
ed by Mr. Clayton (a director) and the 
Secretary, left for tho scene of the 
disastr in a steam-launch. Tho hull 
of the Helen Macgrogor has entirely 
disappeared. 

Tho survivors from the wreck of ths 
Gothenburg lauded at Bowen, and all 
of them left thence direct for Sydney. 
One is engager] on tho pilot station, 
ono sick in tho hospital and one dison- 
gftged. All of them have free passages 
to Melbourne 

Tho crew of tho Bunyip found £250 
in n, belt on a corpse which was float- 
ing noar the wreck of tho Gothonborg. 
The body was too decomposed to iden- 
tify it. The money has been handed 
to the Collector of CustomB, Towns- 

viH«. 

Th« Hon. J. P, Burns. Pootmaster- 
General of New South Wales, has 
made an agreement with the Post- 
master-Genoral of Victoria, subject to 
ratification by tho two governments, 
respecting tho mail aervicos.
